Brig. Gen. Johnson’s Report. 

Habtsville. Teen., Aug. 22, 186*2. 

CoLJ. B. Fry , A. A. G. t CktfJ Staf 

Huntsville, Alabama : 

1 have the hoaor to report that on the 
11th inst. I left McMinnville, Tennessee, in 
command of three regiments of infantry, 
one battery of artillery, and six hundred 
and forty cavalry, taken from the Second 
Indiana, Lieut. Col. Stewart; Fourth Ken- 
tucky, Captain Chillson; Fifth Kentucky, 
Major Winfrey, and Seventh Pennsylvania, 
Colonel Wynkoop. With this force I 
marched to Smilhville, where I was joined 
by two additional regiments of infantry. 
With this command 1 proceeded to Liberty. 
Here 1 received an order recalling my in- 
fantry and artillery, and 1 sent them beck 
to McMinnville. 

Hearing that the enemy, under Colonel 
Morgan, was encamped in an old field in 
the angle formed by the Cumberland and 
Caney Fork, with my cavalry I marched to 
the point designated, and found that I had 
been incorrectly informed, but was here told 
that the force had left for Kentucky. I de- 
termined to reform to Liberty, thence to 
Cookeville, and await their return. 

On my arrival at Cookeville 1 received 
reliable information to the effect that the 
enemy was encamped in or near Hartsville, 
and I took up the march for that place; but, 
on reaching it, found that be bad left the 
evening before, going in the direction of 
Gallatin. I took possession of his old camp, 
captured several prisoners, a number of 
wagons, mules, horses, Ac., which had been 
taken from Col. Boone’s command. 

At this place 1 beard of the approach of 
Forrest in my rear, and decided upon unir- 
iug my to ice to the one in Gallatin, for the 
purpose of resisting an attack from the 
combined forces of Forrest and Morgan: 
but, on my approach to Gallatin, I found 
that it was in the possession of Morgan s 
forces, which 1 was satisfied did not exceed 
800 men. 

I immediately ordered an attack. Lieut. 
Colonel Stewart aid Major Winfrey, gal- 
lantly leading the charge of their respect- 
ive regiments, threw their whole strength 
against the enemy with terrible effect. Col. 
Wynkoop end Cept. Chillson also brought 
their commands handsomely into action, 
and for some time the conflict seemed to 
progress finely for us 

Soon some horses were wounded, riders 
killed, end confusion began to appear. 
Regimental and compauy organizations 
were lost, and, without auy apparent 
cause, at least half of my command precipi- 
tately fled, throwing away their arms. Ac. 
Many of the men, after getting a thousand 
yards from the enemy, wildly discharged 
their revolvers in the air. 1 sent back a 
staff officer to rally them, but they could 
not be induced to reappear on the field. 

Seeing my advance wavering, I ordered 
a retreat and tried to rally them behind a 
hedge and fence, but as soon as the firing 
became general the whole line gave way. I 
tried to get them to stand at several differ- 
ent points with the same result. Finally, 
seeing that 1 could get them to fight no 
longer, 1 ordered a retreat, and marched to 
the rear about three miles, and undertook 
to reform them. While reforming, seeing 
that I was not not pursued, I sent in a flag 
of truce and asked that I might be allowed 
to bury the dead, but was informed that the 
dead were being buried, and I was re- 
quested to surrender, men and officers being 
promised their paroles. This request I de- 
clined. 

Being well satisfied that my men would 
stand no longer, 1 took up Ike line of march 
for Cairo on the Cumberland, hoping to be 
able to take a strong position on the river 
and hold it; but, my rear being hotly 
pressed, I formed line of battle with the 
Second Indiana and Fifth Kentucky and 
made my arrangements to fight on foot. 
Soon the firing became brisk and my line 
of battle broke and the men ded in every 
direction, leaving only about seventy-five 
on the ground Seeing Lieut. Col. Stewart 
and Major Winfrey, I asked them If they 
thought it possible for them to rally their 
men, and they replied that they could not 
and that a surrender of the few left was all 
that could be done. Lieut. Col. Stewart 
made his escape. With the few left I re- 
mained and held the enemy in check tong 
enough to enable the greater portion of my 
command to ford the river, but finally, being 
completely surrounded by overwhelming 
numbers, 1 was compelled to surrender. 

- .1 regret to report that tho conduct of the 
officers and men, as a general thing, was 
shameful in the lowest degree, and the 
greater portion of 'hose who escaped will 
remember that they did so by shamefully 
abandoning their Oeneral on the battle- 
field, while, if they bad remained like true 
and brave men, the result of this conflict 
would have been quite different. 

I turn from the mortifying recollection of 
tkeir avtiou to mention the names of those 
whoseconduct was meritorious in the high- 
est degree. My Assistant Adjutant Gen- 
eral, Captain W. C. Turner, exhibited the 
same cool courage which characterised his 
| conduct on the field of Shiloh. Lieut. Hill,

Philadelphia, Aug. 30. 

The W ashington Star of last eveningcon- 
tains the following Intelligence: 

We have information that satisfies us that 
the rebel force that suddenly appeared be- 
tween the position of tbe army of General 
Pope, at Bristow and Manassas, on Tuesday 
night last, was the army corps of Jackson 
and Stuart s independent cavalry corps. 
They consisted of infantry and artillery, 
and marched about 40,000 strong from 
near Waterloo, on the head-waters of tbe 
Rappahannock, around by White Plains, 
by Manassas (about 40 miles in two direc 
tions), without wagons, tents, blankets, or 
even knapsacks — thus leaving their baggage 
of every discretion to be transpoited by 
wagons with the other army corps of Lee, 
following on behind them. Instead of fight- 
ing merely a portion of Stuart's cavalry, 
at Manassas, day before yesterday, Tey- 
for’s brigade wa9 actually confronted by a 
greater portion of Jncksou s corps d armte — 
Major Generals Jackson, Ewell, Talia- 
ferro, Hill, and Staart, and the General-in- 
Chief Uobt. Lee, or bis son, Brigadier Gen- 
eral Fitzhugh Lee, being present at Man- 
assas during the engagement.

We fought a terrific battle here yester- 
day, with the combined forces of the enemy 
which lasted with continvous fury from 
daylight until after dark, by whioh time 
the enemy was driven from the field, which 
we now occupy. Our troops are too much 
exhausted to push mat tees, but shall do so 
in the course of the morning, as soon as 
Fits John Porter's corps comes up from 
Manassas. 

The enemy is still in our front, but badly 
used up. We have lost not less than 8,000 
men killed and wounded; and, from the ap- 
pearance of the field, the enemy haa lost at 
least two to our one. He stood strictly on 
the defensive, and every assault was made 
by ourselves. Our troops have behaved 
splendidly. The battle was fought on the 
identical battlefield of Bull Ran, which 
greatly increased the enthusiasm of our 
men. News just reaches me from the front 
that the enemy is retreating towards the 
mountain. I go forward at once to see. — ' 
We have made great captures, but I am 
not able yet to form any idea of their ex- 
tent.

Information has reached Washington, 
from private scuroes, that Gen. Pope came 
up with and attacked the enemy again, 
shortly after nine o’clock this mcrntngJ 
Gen. Fitt John j’or ter Lad probably arrived 
on the field by that time, from .Manassas, 
only seven miles. The cannonading was 
distinctly heard in Washington. 

The raifroad was regularly run this morn- 
iug, from the town of Warrentou to Bris- 
ton, so it is already clear. The only dam- 
age remaining to be rapaired on the road 
is to build the Bull Kun and Rappahan- 
nock bridges. The former should be com- 
pleted to-night, and the latter may be in 
in four or five days. 

The news received from the army has 
occasiosedthe greatest excitement through- 
out this city. 

Orders were issued by heads of different 
Bureaus, calling upon employees to repaii 
to the battle-field for the purpose of attend- 
ing to the condition of our wounded. The 
order required each man to provide himself 
with two days' rations. A prompt response 
was m ade to the call, and not only persons 
employed by Government, but many others 
left the city for the purpqse stated. Al* 
though the engagement with the enemy was 
of a most appallingly sanguinary character, 
yet such is the confidence of Union meu iu 
(he skill and strength of our army, that an 
abiding faith is everywhere disceinable in 
our ultimate success.

There is no reason to doubt that such 
papers, if produced before the officer ap- 
pointed to consider claims of exemption 
from liability to military service, would, if 
found satisfactory, be held to exempt the 
claimant from all such liability. It would 
also be advisable that they should be pro- 
duced by British subjects requiring per- 
mits to enable them to pass beyond the lim- 
its of the Ptate; and they would doubtless 
be sufficient at all times to secure British 
subjects from being called upon to take any 
oath or obligation inconsistent with their 
duty and allegiance to Her Majesty. 

In conclusion, I have to point out that 
British subjects who have declared their in- ! 
tention to become citizens of the United 
States, but have not completed the act of 
naturalisation, are still entitled to the 
rights and immunities of British subjects 
unless they have forfeited their claim to 
Her Majesty s proteelion by improperly 
voting at elections, or in any other way un- 
duly exercising the exclusive privileges of 
citizens, in which case, having enjoyed the 
benefits of citisenship, they have rendered 
themselves liable to its obligations.
